The statement is 
truey> One Gan learn much of Canada 
from books, from maps, and from 
personal intercourse with those who 
are Familiar with its geography and 
its Msources, both agricultural and 
mineral; but te gain anything  ap- 
proXimating a just idea of the im 
mense possibilities of this vast Do 
minion, it is necessary to visit the 
country, to walk through the streets 
of it8 cities, traverse its apparéntly 
unending plains, its lakes, its rivers, 
ascend its mountains, pass through 
its valleys, dese*nd into its mines 
Above all, one must come into person- 
al contact with the loyal people of 
Canada, whose faith ih the destiny o 
their’ country is unbounded, whos 
attachment to its soil is as passionate 
as that of any people in any part ol 
the world to the land of their birth 
or their adoption, and whose optim 
ism, energy, and courage are at once 
an example and an inspiration, 

But Canada is a distant part of the 
“mpire, and it is not given to every 
one im the British Isles to cross the 
ocean and seé@ with his own eyes what 
has Been already accomplished and 
what is daily and hourly being ac- 
complished in the huge territory 
whieh stretches from the Atlantic tc 
the Pacific, and which is absorbing 
popilntian from every civilized coun- 
try in the world for the development 
of it young and vigorous industries 
Those to whom a visit to Canada is 
denied may ledrn something from the 
impressions of a traveller who has re- 
cently crossed the continent from 
ocean to ocean, and whose opportuni- 
ties of inquiring into the conditions 
of life and labor have been facilitated 
by the kindness of many representa 
tive men in all parts of the Do 
minion 

The tour was undertaken by the 
writer as on® of a party of Britis 
jourtalists invited by Sir Thomas 
Shaughnessy, president of the Cana 
dian -Pacifie Railway, to go as hi 
guests across the great oeean and rail 
way system with which his name i: 
identified, as far as the Island of 
Vancouver, on the extreme west ot 
British Columbia The history o 
the recent de¥elopment of Canada iv 
largely bound up with that , of thé 
C.PR., to give the railway the de 
signation by which it is known from 
one end of the Dominion to the other 
seginning in 1882 with the 400 or 500 
milage which had been constructed by 
the government when the corporation 
took over the line, the C.P.R. has now 
10,829 thiles of railwey, and is the 
great artery which connects the Far 
West of Canada with the older and 
more settled provinces on the eastern 
border of the Dominion. By its 
meas the farmers on the great wheat 
crowing fields of the Northwest Pr« 
vinie*s Rye enabled to convey _ thei: 
prodace to the ports on Lake Super- 
ior, whence it finds its way to the 
eastern seaboard for shipment t 
Europe, and wheunee, also, it i 
dispatched to the United States. By 
its means, also, the manufacturers of 


_ the provinces of Ontario and Quebec 


arestaken in huge freight cars, cap- 
able of carrying 40 tons apiece acros 
the désolate and sterile tract of coun- 
try between Central Ontario and te 
northern shores of Lake ‘Superior. 
which, befere the construction of the 
line, constituted a natural barrier be- 
tween the eastern provinces and the 
Northwest with its proud aspiration 
io become the granary of the world. 

Agriculture is, and always must b 
the great industry of Canada, and it 
is to pursue the vocation that the 
great majority of immigrants are des- 
tined. Every settler who desires to 
do so can obtain from the Canadian 
government 160 acres of land as a free 
xift on his complying with certain 
very reasonable and easy conditions. 
Fifty thousand of these homesteads 
wer? given last year, the area cover- 
ed, according to the system of allot- 
iment adopted, being 25,000 square 
miles. It is a remarkable fact that, 
notwithstanding the great influx of 
population during the last 20 years, 
hardly more than 3 per cent. of the 
agricultural land of tre great Novrth- 
west has as yet been placed under 
ealtivetion there are still in the 
provinees of Alberta, Manitoba and 
Saskatchewan 120,000,000 acres not 
settled; and it is believed that home- 
steads could be granted for the next 
16 years in the same ratio as thos? 
allotted last year. 

There is no doubt that the eondi- 
tions of life for one who goes out to 
the prairie in these western lands 
are hard—hard for a man. and stil 
harder for a woman., The climate in 
winter is severe, and the work labor- 
ious and exacting. Over and over 
again one hears the warning repeated, 
“Advise no one to come out here 
who is not able and willing to work, 
and to work hard. There is no place 
for such a person in Canada, where 
all must depend on his own exertions 
or go under.” — If, however, a man is 
prepared to rough it, to face diffi- 
culties and hardships with courag? 
and resolution, there is practically no 
doubt of his ultimate success, Canada 
is # country of unlimited possibilities 
for those who can take advantage of 
the opportunities which she presents, 
and especially for men like the small 
holder who finds it_difficult in the 
old country to gain & bare subsistenee

prosperous population. Such a 
population is steadily growing up in 
the Northwest provine*s; but the area 
is so vast that progress, though really 
rapid, seems slow to those who kifow 
the country and realize its capacity 
for supporting millions of families 
where now not a single settler is to 
be seen on the unbroken prairie 
Railways are being pushed on as 
quickly as the resources of the coun- 
try will admit of their construction, 
ard wherever they go prosperity fol- 
lows in their wake, 

“T came out to Saskatchewan four 
years ago (said a young Scotchman 
to the writer), 1 Was an artisan, and 
seeing No prospect of getting on at 
home, T decided to emigrate. 1 had 
$200 when T arrived, and With thie I 
settled on a farm 70 miles from Re- 
gina, the capital of the province, and 
25 miles from Grenfell, the nearest 
railway station. T camped out on my 
homestead in a tent, and had every- 
thing to do before T could establish a 
home. Today T have under erop 40 
acres, which will be inereased next 
year to 125 acres, 
my three brothers have since joined 
me in Canada, and haw each taken 
up & quarter section (160 acres) near 
mine, Altogether we have some 400 
or $00 Actes wider cultivation, The 
Canadian Northern Railway and a 
branch of the C.P.R. have come 
through our district since our settle 
ment, and one of my brothers has 
beer offered $5,000 for his quarter sec- 
tion, which Was granted him by the 
government two or three years ago.” 

The coming of the railways to this 
locality so soon was a piece of good 
fortune which was not to be counted 
oh; and many of the settlers of today 
have to take up their homesteads in 
places which are far distant from any 
railway, and which May not be tap- 
ped by. one for a long time to come 
They cannot expect the value of their 
land to be enhanced except by thei! 
own labor, and this labor thousands 
of them are éxpending, silently and 
unseen, to the great profit and advan- 
tage both of themselves and of _ the 
country. Practically all the free land 
in Manitoba suitable for British im- 
migrants has now been taken up, 
though foreigners who care to accept 
land of an inferior quality can stiM 
secure it Of course there is plenty 
f land for sale, as even in Manitoba 
not more than one acre in nine is 
inder cultivation, Complaints of the 
country are hardly ever heard 

“We have no really poor people in 
this country (writes the editor of the 
Regina Standard, in answer to an in- 
quiry.) There is work for all, Th 
foreigner who lands with his wife and 
children buy a cheap lot, build a mud 
house or log shanty, then gets to work 
with shovel or bucksaw. The wift 


aoon earning dollars instead of the 
dimes they would at home.” 

The demand for laborers, which is 
great, is one result of railway enter- 
prise. The men on the railways this 
r exceed the number employed 
last year by thousands. The coal 
mines of the west have also absorbed 
additional men. Th® consequence is 
that all this year the immigration 
offiée at Winnipeg has been unable to 
meet the applications for men on the 
farms, notwithstanding the fact that 
he wages offered are 20 per cent 
higher than last year An experienc- 
ed farm laborer can earn $30 to $40 a 
month (about 30s. to 40s. a week), 


ing paid in proportion, 

“Tf an agricultural laborer arrives 
at Winnipeg with £2 in his pocket 
(said the commissioner of immigra- 
tion to the writer), we will find him 
‘a job on a farm, where he can earn 

1oney at once. After that it is his 
own tault if he does not get a living. 
Such a man could save in two or three 
years $200 or $300. Upon this capi- 
tal he could take up a homestead. 
If a man comes out for the purpose 
of homesteading, however, it is ad- 
visable that he should have $500 to 
start with.’= 

The great. field for immigrants in 
Western Canada ig agriculture; but 
mines, sawmill, and railways call 
for many hands, who receive much 
higher wages than those paid to men 
of the same Class at home and whose 
expenses are not’ proportionately 
higher, In the cities and towns un- 
skilled labor Ts not wanted, and no 
provision is made for the necessities 
of loafers and tramps. 

It is interesting to note the rapidity 
with which Canada is assimilating 
its new population In addition to 
those coming from the British Isles 
and the United States, the immi- 
grants classified in the government re- 
turns show that some 60 nationalities 
are repres*nted by those who seek 
their homes in this country. Th 
original immigrants preserve for a 
time their native costumes and pds- 
sibly for a lomger time still their old 
habits of lift and theuzght. But the 
children quickly become Cunudians 
pure and simple. A Galicias peasant 
woman will retain her picturesque 
dress. but her daughter becomes in- 
distinguishable from the other young 
Canadian girls. A Doukhobor, clad 
in sheepskin and knowing no langu- 
hge but his own, will take his child 
with him as an interpreter when he 
Visits a town on business, and the 
boy or girl will conduet the necessary 
conversation in English as fluent and 
idiomatic as any that one could hear 
in the Dominion. The minds of 
these young people are very suscep- 
tible to the influence of the country, 
and none are more ready than they 
to join with heart and voice in the 
tWo patriotic songs whieh one hears 
20 «often and so fervently sung—the 
“Maple Leaf” and the National An-

New York, Nov a! A published 
account has it that the board of edu- 
cation has ordered that no hymn or 
earol in any way mentioning Christ 
or Chrittmas shall be sung henceforth 
in the public e¢hoole of New York, 
The order is contained in instructions 
given by Frank R, Rix, the general 
musi¢al director, to. all teachers un- 
der him, that pupils must not be per 
mitted to sing songs containing any 
words or phrases containing religious 
significance, 

Not only this, but it is learned that 
song books to be used in the public 
schools are now in the hands of the 
btinters for revision, so that they may 
be free from all sectarian reference 
even in the words “Christ,” and 
“Christmas.”

ONTARIO CEASES WORK OF 
DISTRIBUTING IMMIGRANTS 

Ottawa, Ont., Nov. 21,—The Hon 
Frank Oliver has received a formal 
notification from the Ontario govern 
ment, that it has stopped the wort 
of distributing immigrants in the pro 
vince. In his letter, Minister of Agri 
culture Monteith repeats his views ex- 
pressed during the recent conferences 
at Ottawa, and expressed the belief 
that the Dominion immigration an 
thorities should now be left in full 
charge of the work of distributing the 
immigrants at Toronto. Mr. Oliver 
would have preferred having the On- 
tario government co-operate as at 
present with his department, believ 
ing that any serious friction betweer 
the Federal and provincial agents 
might easily be avoided, and that bot! 
were doing good work, but sinee the 
Ontario government takes the oppo 
site view, the Dominion denartment 
Will now step in and take full chargé | 
of the distribution in Ontario, 

The Department already has some 
two hundred agents throughout On 
tario, who are placing immigrants on 
farms in their localities as applica 
tions are made to them, and the only 
change necessary in the present ar- 
rangements in order to adequately 
continue the work hitherto done by 
both governments, will probably 
mean the re-organization of the Do 
minion immigration officers in Toron 
to, which will be established on a 
permanent basis under an official o 
the department,

Mum- 
cipal utilities should be conserved ‘or 
the benefit of the citizens at large. 

2nd.—The improvement of our Wxecu- 
five whether appointed by the Council 
as at present, or elected, as a great 
many citizens think they should be, It 
is undeniable that there has been a large 
expenditure of public money without ade- 
quate compensation in municipal im- 
provements. This mismanagement has 
been more in evidence in our street and 
sidewalk construction and repairing than 
elsewhere; and this department should 
be thoroughly reorganized. 

Srd.—As regards finances it is my opin- 
ion that until the present financial strin- 
gency is relieved, we should not under- 
take any new expenditures that can pos- 
sibly be delayed. I stand for the com- 
pletion of the works already in hand, 
more particularly those that will earn 
a revenue for, or contribute to the health 
of the city, and so relieve the burden of 
taxation. As soon, however, as the 
money market resumes its normal con- 
dition the city should then adopt such 
a policy of expansion and progress as is 
consistent with sound business economy. 

4th.—I stand for the reasonable encour- 
agement of industrial enterprises. 1 am 
decidedly of the opinion that Edmonton 
is bound to become a large industrial 
centre, but to accomplish that end it 1s 
necessary that all citizens should work 
together and allow no sectional interests 
to interfere with her progress. My opinion 
is that success in building up a city de- 
pends more on the laborer, artizan, and 
struggling business man, and manufac- 
turer, than on the capitalist, but, if 
elected, I shall endeavor to act fairly 
towards every citizen whether he be rich 
or poor, 

From principal f am opposed to the 
practice of a candidate personally can- 
vassing for votes for his own election, or 
of litering up the entrance to the poll- 
ing booths with papers soliciting same; 
and shall not do so. 

1 therefore take this means of solicit- 
ing your votes and influence at the com- 
ing helieving that, if elected, 
1 can serve your interests, and assist in 
the upbuilding of our city.

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IRELAND IN MISERY; 
CONGESTION RUINOUS 


Dismal Conditions Are Set Forth in 
Report of the Royal Commission 
—Improvements ) Where Land 
Question is Settled. 


London, Nov, 20,—The government 
has just issued the voluminous evi- 
dence taken before the royal commis- 
sion on the congestion in Treland, and 
many are the gloomy and dismal 
phases of life in the Emerald Isle, 
whieh can be picked out of its pages 

Rey. Thomas MeAnran, a_ parish 
priest of Killinaga, County Cavan, 
supplies one which is typical of many. 
He says that as soon as the youth of 
the country are able to provide for 


themselves they fly off to America, 
thus leaving the aged and young chil- 
dren to look after the homes, with the 
result that the lande are not tilled as 
much as they should be, the children 
are not sent to school and all depend 
for support on the credit given by the 
local shopkeepers, waiting for the Am- 
erican dollar, 
Depressing Conditions. 

The further result is they become 
loaded with debt, and if the shop- 
keepers refuse them credit, there is 
nothing before them but an emigrant 
ship to America or the workhouse. 

Father McAnran states that any- 
thing that might be called land in En- 
niskillen, a rural district, is at pres- 
ent given over to grazing, the people 
having been banished in and after 
the famine years to the mountains 
and to America, There are marks of 
poverty all around, The people are 
half-fed and half-clad, the children 
are degenerate, and the surface of the 
country itself is a barren wilderness 

But a brighter phase of Trish life is 
to be seen in many parts of Ireland, 
where the land question is no longer 
a political but an economic one. A 
few years ago, Danish butter took th: 
place of Irish butter in the markets. 
and the Danish pig won in death a tri- 
umph over his living brother and un- 
dersold him at his own sty door, Oth 
er countries were no less aggressive 
and it was useless for the dairy farm 
er of Limerick ork to have gras 
so rich you couid grease your boots 
on it when butter, that was its out 
come, was rejected by the buyers. 

Plunkett Finds Reasons, 

When the darkest hour seemed te 
have arrived, Sir Horace Plunkett 
took the burden of his countrymen o1 
his own shoulders, He found that thy 
reasons for the Trish being thrust out 
of the markets of the world were 
want of joint action and want of a sci- 
entific, practical knowledge. Science 
had been at work both in the Danish 
farm and in the French poultry-yard 
It was soon understood how the Dan 
ish pig. had routed the Irish pig 

Danish farmers had cooperated, had 
formed, first, creameries wlich gave 
them a great quantity of milk for pig 
feeding and afterward co-operative ba 
con factories, Again, the Danish gov- 
trnment heel come to their help with 
technical instruction, expert advice 
and material support. 

kxperts were sent to England and 
other countries to report on the wants 
of the markets. The yearly contiibu- 
tion by the state to the promotion of 
agriculture is $540,000. The same 
course has been followed in France 
Austria, Holland, Bavaria, Belgium, 
Wurtemburg, Hungary and Switzer- 
land, 

Gives Good Advice. 


But for lretand, the country of all | 


others most dependent on agriculture 
practically nothing had been done 
sir Horace Plunkett told the farmers 
they must begin among themselves. 
“Self help, by mutual help,’’ was his 
motto, He showed them how import- 
ant it was to combine and trust one 
another and to work together on lines 
that farmers in other countries had 
worked on. 

He formed an agricultural organiza- 
tion with societies in different parts 
of the country, where the farmers wer 
taught to work out their own salva- 
tion, and not listen to the political 
agitator, 

Success hag resulted, The trade of 
the creamery socicties is steadily in- 
cresing. In the poorer districts co 
operative banks have been established 
and farmers can now borrow money at 
6 per cent. instead of paying 30 per 
cent. as a few years ago, Money i 
never lent except for productive pur 
poses, 

Money in Poultry. 

Poultry societies also have been 
started and are proving a great boon, 
for, though hens lay as well in con 
gested districts as elsewhere, eggs 
could only be soid at a normal pric 
to travelling hucksters or bartered on 
very bad terms at the village shop. 

In those parts of Ireland where the 
people become industrious and thrifty 
everything is going very well, but in 
districts like that described by Father 
MecAnran there seems to be no hope, 
because the lands are of the worst 
quality, the soil consisting of a yellow 
daub, with a mixture of sand, ruin 
ous to the health of cattle or of crops

Paris, Nov, 21—A catastrophe oceui 
red today on the road that is being 
constructed between the villages of 
Greolieres and Thorenic, near Grass 
The road follows the river for a con 
siderable distance, and is along a 
rocky bank of the rive: It pusse 
under an almost complete arch about 
two miles from the Loup railway 
bridge. Some thirty men were work 
ing at this point, when the side of 
the mountain gave way. The road was 
covered with debris for a distance of 
thirty yards, and seventeen men were 
burie@ beneath the fallen earth, Two 
men were taken our alive.
